The will being probated; which 
was dated April 4 last and signed 
by Miss Stanley’s attorney, Jones 
as a witness, declareg it 
was the testator’s will and desire 
that her brother, Dr. Foote, receive 
nothing. Miss Stanley was made 
executrix. 

Other Will Offered. 

The earlier will was offered bv 
Francis E. Williams, an attorney, 
who today declined to comment on 
his action or discuss that document. 
Miss Stanley said it had made the 
following bequests: About one- 
half of the estate to Centenary 
Church building fund, about one- 
half to Miss Mabel Kennedy, dea- 
coness of.that church, and to Mis. 
Jane Conzelman, daughter of Theo- 
philus Conzelman, 5260 Washing- 
ton boulevard, and $1000 to Dr. 
Foote. 

“The first will was made several 
vears azo, when Mrs. Holbrook was 
on a sickbed, very ill,”’ said Miss 
Stanley.

COURT RULES GUT

Defense in Rondout Mail 
Trial Sought to Show 
Glasscock Planned to Kill 


Two Accomplices.

CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—A move 
was made by the defense today in 
the trial of William Fahy, former 
postal inspector, James Murray 
and Walter McComb, charged with 
conspiracy in connection with the 
$2,000,000 mail train robbery at 
Rondout, Ill., June 12 to 
prove that Brent Glasscock, leader 
of the°actual robbers, deliberately 
shot Willie Newton, a2 member of 
the band, planned to kill Her- 
bert Holliday, another. 

Defense attorneys, after 
Judge Cliffe had excluded the jury 
from the courtroom, moved to be 
permitted to produce evidence that 
Glasscock planned to do away with 
both Newton and Holliday to pro- 
vide larger distributive shares of 
the loot to himself and the others. 

Court Denies Defense Plea. 

Judge Cliffe denied the defense 
request. 

Charges that Glasscock deliber- 
ately fired two shots at Holliday 
after he had shot Newton were 
made by George Guentfier of coun- 
sel for the defense. It was he who 
charged that the defense had evi- 
dence tending to show that Glass- 
cock wanted to kill the two men 
and thereby decrease the number 
of persons among whom the loot 
would be divided.

Five $1000 Liberty Bonds 
Are Recovered With Ar- 
rest in St. Paul of For- 
mer Newspaper Man. 


Of the $100,000 in Liberty Bonds 
stolen from the Liberty Central 
Trust Co. Oct. 1, $5000 worth were 
recovered today by the arrest of a 
man in St. Paul, Minn., in whose 
possession they were found, and 
$40,000 worth have been located in 
the hands of a wealthy New York 
real estate dealer, whose claim of 
being an innocent purchaser is ac- 
cepted. 

The trust company suffered no 
loss in the theft, its insurance pro- 
tecting it. 

New York City banks reported 
that the real estate dealer who 
holds the $40,000 in bonds bears an 
excellent repuotation and carries 
large balances, and the national 
private detective agency which has 
investigated is satisfied of his in- 
nocenee in the purchase. Such se- 
curities cannot be recovered from 
an innocent purchaser. 

Paid Cash for Bonds, 

The purchaser said he bought 
the bonds from a man who repre- 
sented himself as Harry Gold of 
Montreal, Canada; and who gained 
his acquaintance through answer- 
ing a property sale advertisement. 
The purchaser said he paid cash. 
Details of how the bonds were 
traced to him have not been re- 
ported to the trust company, Pres- 
ident J. L. Johnston said. 

The man arrested in St. Paul to- 
day gave the name of James Con- 
nolly, said to be a former Minne- 
apolis newspaper man, according 
to an Associated Press dispatch. He 
was arrested on a street and the 
stolen bonds were found in his 
pocket, bearing serial numbers of 
part of the Liberty Central loot. 

Connolly, the St. Paul police 
said, is not charged with participa- 
tion in the Liberty Central theft, 
but is suspected of being one of 
several] persons trying to dispose of 
the bonds, 

Stolen Oct. 1. 

The bonds were stolen from the 
bond-recelving cage of the bank in 
the main lobby, during the busi- 
ness day, Oct. 1. They were half 
of a shipment from a New York 
bank to a St. Louis brokerage firm, 
in care of the trust company as 
agent. It was established that the 
bonds were delivered intact to this 
cage. The bonds taken were of the 
first issue of Liberty bonds, 98 of 
$1000 denomination and four of 
$500. Bonds of this issue are 
bulkier than those of later issues, 
making disposal harder. Three 
women and three men employes 
had had access to the bond-receiv- 
ing cage.

~-DURING ROBBERY 


Jury Disregards Insanity 
Plea Made for Thomas 
B. Howell, Who Shot Ed- 
ward Bauer Last March. 


A verdict of guilty of second-de- 
gree murder, with punishment 


‘fixed at 50 years in the peniten- 


tiary, was returned by a jury last 
night in the case of Thomas B. 
Howell, 29 years old, tried for the 


old grocer, who was fatally shot 
March 26 last after a daylight hold- 
up of his store. 

Given choice of conviction for 
first or second degree murder ar 
acquittal, in Cireuit Judge Hamil- 
ton’s instructions, the jury decided 
that Howell shot without premedi- 
tation and found him gullty of sec- 
ond-degree murder. They set aside 


Howell's plea of insanity by which 


his attorney sought a verdict of 
“not guilty” and commitment to a 


‘sanitarium. 


Case Based on Confession. 


The case against Howell was 
based almost entirely on his. con- 
fession which related that he en- 
tered Bauer's grocery at 2857 Win- 
nebago street, tcok $24.08 from the 
clerk and walked leisurely out at 
2:30 p. m. Bauer, emerging from 
a rear room, pursued and, a block. 
away, seized the fugitive and was 
shot in the struggle which en- 


sued 


Howell's attorney, John R. Davis. 
confirmed the confession, and de- 


clared that his client was an epl- 
‘leptic with the intellect of a 10- 


vear-old child. Relatives told of 
his difficulties in school and er- 
ratic tendencies since he was 7 


iyvears old, when, they said. he was 


hit on the head with an ax. QDr. 


William Nelson of the City Psychia- 


tric Clinic declared Howell was ir- 
responsible and recommended his 
committment to a sanitarium. 


Has Wife and Three Children. 


Howell has a wife and three 
small children living at 835 Chou- 
teau avenue. After the shooting of 
l;auer, he was pursued to the home 
of a sister, at 3709 California ave- 


nue, where he had taken refuge in 


an upstai-s room (nti) Bauer's 
death, two days later. he dented 
he was the robber, but. confronte1 
with a dozen witnesses who iden- 


itified him, he broke down and con- 
|fessed. He was vut of work, and 


robbed the store to buy food for his 
family, he said.

“If our country is to assume its 
proper place in the world of aero- 
nautics, and thereby insure the de- 
velopment of an industry so essen- 
tial to national defense, it must be 
through the creation of a commer- 
cial demand for aircraft.” 

Gen. Patrick said there were four 
elements which kept capital from 
entering the field of commercial 
aviation. These were fear of acci- 
cents with consequent loss of life 
and property; high initial cost and 
rapid depreciation of equipmen?: 
the impossibility of obtaining ac- 
ceptable insurance rates and the 
“total lack of appropriate and uni- 
form legislation covering the licens- 
ing of pilots and aircraft,” under 
which head he included the defini- 
tion of legal status of operators in 
tort, damage and trespass, and the 
provision for establishment of 
landing fields and other aids to air 
navigation. 

The solution of this problem, ac- 
cording to Gen. Patrick, is larger 
appropriations for the aeronautical 
agencies of the War, Navy and 
TPostoffice Departments, coupled 
with authority for those in charge 
to allocate orders for air craft 
without resorting to competitive 
bids. The enactment of legislation 
to facilitate and promote commer- 
cial aircraft is entirely up to Con- 
gress, he said. 

For More Training Units. 

Gen. Patrick reviewed what the 
War Department had done for the 
Air Service through reserve officers 
training schools, the National 
Guard and the Organized Reserves. 
At the present time the Air Service 
has only two sources of replace- 
ments, the annual classes of flying 
cadets and the graduates of the six 
R O. T. C. units, the report stated. 
yen. Patrick recommended that the 
six units be increased to 36 with 
the least possible delay, that each 
unit have a minimum of 250 stu- 
dents, and that every effort be 
made to retain at least 25 per cent 
of the first year enrollment for the 
second year advance course. 

The Air Service should have 
more Federal recognition in the 
Nationa! Guards, Gen. Patrick be- 
lieves. Four new air service units 
were given Federal recognition in 
the Nationa! Guard last year, mak- 
ing a total of 11 to be thus hon- 
ored. Gen. Patrick expressed the 
hope that at least three or four 
more additional units would be 
formed during the coming fiscal 
year. 

The Air Service chief paid a high 
compliment to the commissioned 
officers of the National Guard 
squadrons, when he _ said, “The 
commissioned personnel’ selected 
for the National Guard squadrons 
is of a very high type, and the 
squadrons themselves, manifest an 


excellent esprit de corps. Some of 
the older units could take the field 


ficers were not given their com- 
missions until after they had fin- 
ished their flying training. Due to 
the nature of this training, the 
period was lengthy, being in some 
cases from a year to 18 months. As 
a consequence, these Air Service of- 
ficers now find themselves unjust- 
ly ranked by officers of the same 
or even less age and experience in 
other arms, who were given com- 
missions upon completion of three 
months’ training.” 

This condition is one which 
caused so much comment regard-

Gen. Patrick suggested three 
solutions: First, to award “con- 
structive’ commissioned service to 


all officers who were longer than 
three months in training; second, 
to sprinkle, with Air Service offi- 
cers, the single list between the top 
army Captain and the lowest Lieu- 
tenant, who entered by the three 
months’ training route, and, third, 
to establish a separate list for the 
Air Service. 

Under the heading, “Operations 
and Special Projects,” Gen. Pat- 
rick listed the achievements of the 
Air Service during the past fiscal 
year. Although the around-the- 
world flight had not been complet- 
ed by June 30, the report described 
it as completed. As to what the 
flight accomplished, the report 
said: 

Tells of World Flight. 

“A well-organized flight touching 
most of the leading nations of the 
world and meeting successfully the 
widest possible variety of unfavor- 
able geographic and meteorological 
conditions could be relied upon as 
a powerful stimulant for the ad- 
vancement of aviation. Again, such 
a flight, demonstrating the relia- 
bility and efficiency of American 
products, might be expected to open 
up a market in all parts of the 
world for our manufacturers and 
thus incidently to improve the 
standing of an industry upon which 
our national defense is so vitally 
dependent. The experience of the 
operating personnel, and the wide 
knowledge to be gained of the per- 
formance of aircraft under all cli- 
matic conditions, were listed as 
among the beneficial results of 
such an achievement, and finally it 
seemed altogether fitting and prop- 
er that to America should belong 
the honor and distinction of being 
first to accomplish a ‘round-the- 
world-flight.’ ”’ 

Among other achievements of 
the Air Service the report recorded 
the following: The Central Ameri- 
can flight, from the Panama Canal 
Department to the southern bor- 
aer of Mexico; the “Dawn-to-Dusk” 
transcontinental flight: the bomb- 
ing of ice jams on the Platte River;

Race, at which the Navy plane,

TRAVELER BRINGS NEWS OF 
MUTINY IN MADRID GARRISON 


Trouble Throughout Spain Caused 
by Postponement of Dis- 
charge of Soldiers.

PARIS, Nov. 20.—Postponement 
of the discharge of the soldiers in 
the 1921 class, whose time has ex- 
pired, has caused trouble through- 
out Spain, according to a person 
well acquainted with the Spanish 
situation who has just arrived 
over the border, says the corre- 
spondent of Le Journal at Hendaye.

10.

His words take pos- 
session of him and throw him 
about into attitudes now grotesque, 
now pitiful. Almost invariably he 
says things he might better keep 
to himself; and sometimes his in- 
discretions assume scandalous dl- 
mension, as for instance in his 
speech at Cordoba, and at the 
Vatican, which I shall go into more 
at length later on. 

The fatal effect of Alfonso’s sol- 
emn assumption of the role of crea- 
tor was this: He soon came to look 
upon himself as a statesman. After 
having heard himself discoursing 
on affairs of state, this engaging 
young man, whose abilities would 
in no wise have been extraordinary 
in a Second Lieutenant, concluded 
that in all Spain there was no one 
so well able to manage the nation’s 
business as himself. But it was 
Spain’s misfortune, so this enthu- 
siastic young polo player reasoned, 
that, having such an able monarch: 
as himself, she could not give 
him a free hand to exercise his 
abilities.

Alfonso XIII looks upon himself 
as a poor man. The yearly income 
the Government pays him reaches 
a very respectable figure, and is 
certainly much higher than the 
financial condition of Spain justi- 
fies. But it does not suffice to cov- 
er the expenses entailed by th? 
King’s luxuries and the constantly 
increasing luxuries required by his 
family. 

While the Queen-regent was in 
control of affairs she was able to 
amass an enormous fortune, legiti- 
mately, let me add, since she accu- 
mulated it by perseveringly laying 
aside the millions she received from 
the nation. The Queen-mother 
maintained a very modest court 
during Alfonso’s minority, and in- 
sisted upon a regime of strict econ- 
omy in the palace, carefully reduc- 
ing expenses as any good house- 
keeper might do. Her sole pre- 
occupation was to prevent the fall 
of the monarchy after the disas- 
ters of Cuba and the Philippines. 
and to bring up Alfonso XIII. To 
this son, engendered of a sickly fa- 
ther during the last weeks of his 
life, she devoted all her care, for 
it seemed improbaple that the boy 
would ever live to reach manhood. 

The Queen-mother was haunted 
by other fears, which derived from 
the principal fear she suffered’

lived in constant terror of seeing 
her family driven off the throne. 
But she believed that the ruling 
house of Austria would last forever. 
She therefore entrusted all her mili- 
lions to an uncle, one of the Aus- 
trian archdukes, who, like any 
good trustee, made them increase 
and multiply.

No Bid for Road as a Whole 
and It Is Disposed of 
| in Parcels.

| SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Nov, 20.— 
|The Chicago, Peoria & St. Louis 
|Railroad was sold here today in 
parcels. There was no bid for the 
road as a whole and no bid for 
the line when offered in three 
groups. 

A large portion of tt was pur- 
chased by the Equitable Trust Co. 
of New York, trustees for the bond- 
holders. Other sections went to a 
Charles Jackson, James Duncan of 
Alton and to Attorneys William 
Patton and Walter McClelland Al- 
len of Springfield, bidding for per- 
sons whose names were not an- 
nounced. The parcels brought a 
total of $3,559,500. 

The section running from East 
St. Louis to Grafton and Wood 
River was sold to Duncan for $1,- 
| 350,000. 
| Master tn Chancery Briggle, in 
‘opening the sale, spoke briefly of | 
the litigation of several years. The | 
i sale was held in the corridor of the | 
courthouse and several hundred | 

patrons of the line interested in ¢ 
its fate were present. thers stood | 
| outside. 

Parcel 12, consisting of the own- 
ership of 598 pleces of rolling stock 
of the road on which the Bankers 
Trust Co. of New York holds mort- 
gages, was first offered for sale. 
Walter McClelland Allen offered 
| $300,000, the minimum figure set 
by the Court. He got the rolling 
stock. Parcel 12A was next of- 
fered. This consists of real estate 
holdings in Havana, Jacksonville, 
Springfield and Madison. 


Allen again bid $20,000, the 

minimum figure set by the court, 
and as there was no other offer, the 
bid was accepted. Sis 

The road was offered for sale in 
three groups. The line from Spring- 
| field to Peoria was first put on the 
‘auction block. On a call for bids 
there was no answer and this zgroup 
was passed. That section from 
Springfield to St. Louis was then 
offered, without a bid, and again 
on the third group, that part from 
Havana to Jacksonville, no bid 
was made. The road was then of- 
fered as a whole, but there was no 
bid. 

The master, taking up the road 
by parcel, called for bids on Section 
No. 1—running from Pekin 2.99) 
miles south, together with some, 
real estate in Tazewell County— 
and the first bid was $50,000 or 
the minimum, by a man named 
Boedner, who did not say whom 
he represented. Simon Borga, at- 
torney for the New York bond- 
holders, jumped the price $1000. 
It went in $1000 jumps to $78,000, 
when it was knocked off to Borga.
